Publicity 








In The Jewish Post of Indianapolis there is a 
flaming argument over Jewish publicity in the 
daily press. It seems that Mr. Cohen, The Post’s 
publisher, feels that matters strictly of Jewish 
interest only should not be allowed to clutter up 
the columns of the daily press. They belong in 
the Jewish press. 

I myself have suffered acute pain to see some 
of the Jewish publicity that gets into the daily 
press. It seems to have to do largely with the 
vanities of Jewish leaders who like to see their 
names and pictures in the paper. 

Of what public interest, for example, is the 
picnic of the K. K. Anshe Giborim? I do not 
mean to asperse the great and good name of 
Anshe Giborim or the superlative merits of its 
leaders. Who doesn’t know how valiantly Anshe 
Giborim has been paying off the mortgage? 
Who doesn’t know the spaciousness of Anshe 
Giborim’s synagogue which can hold as many as 
a thousand people on Yom Kippur? 

Nor can too much be said of its leadership. 
Who isn’t acquainted with the virtues of its 
president, Mr, Zilch, who is the big gadget manu- 
facturer, or of Mrs. Zilch, who with all her 50 
years, looks so young. (Her friends are always 
asking how she manages to keep her figure.) 

It was the Zilches who paid $100 for the key 
with which the doors of Anshe Giborim were 
formally opened on the great day of its dedica- 
tion. 

This was also the day when Anshe Giborim’s 
treasurer paid $50 for one brick of the synagogue. 
For the benefit of the congregational funds they 
were auctioned off the bricks, brick by brick, and 
his bid was the highest. 

No one can tell me anything against Anshe 
Giborim. Nevertheless, I submit that it is none 
of the business of the general public, as repre- 
sented by the daily press, that Anshe Giborim is 
going to give a picnic, or that Anshe Giborim 
is going to have a bar mizvah, or that Anshe 
Giborim is about to install a new scroll of the 
Holy Law. Yet when Anshe Giborim has a picnic 
it is made a matter that competes with the Axis 
for space in the daily press. Anshe Giborim’s 
publicity chairman sees to that. If he manages 
to get all the committee people into the papers, 
he may rise to be general chairman of next year’s 
picnic or even president of the congregations in 
some year to come. Who can tell? 


* *” * 

He is an indefatigable man. He is not content 
merely to have it made known to the world by a 
single notice that on a certain day Anshe Giborim 
will give a picnic. The affair must be dinned into 
the ears of the public time and again until picnic 
day. 

He marches from success to success: There is 
the day he gets the names of the entire lemonade 
committee into the columns of the dailv nrese

committee, the special events committee; finally, 
the picture of the general chairman. But the pub- 
licity chairman’s magnum opus is the picture of 
the chairwoman of the ladies’ auxiliary which is 
arranging the bridge games for the picnic. 

As he looks at her picture he feels he has made 
an artistic contribution to the daily press. She 
looks so coyly out of the half-tone! The cute 








angle of her pretty head! The merry twinkle in 
her eye! He cannot but help feel that all this is 
something to enlarge the prestige of Anshe 
Giborim in the world. 

In the meantime, all the city editors have been 
working up to a nervous fret on account of Anshe 
Giborim’s picnic. City Editor Grogan, who is no 
anti-Semite at, all, says he is glad Anshe Giborim 
picnics come only once a year and hopes that the 
publicity chairman gets drowned at this year’s 
picnic. 

City Editor McTavish of the opposition paper, 
some of whose best friends are Jews, says for 
God’s sake, here’s that Jewish picnic again. 

But for the sake of the Jewish circulation they 
keep on printing the frequent tidings of Anshe 
Giborim’s picnic. With the mistaken judgment of 
public opinion frequently found in newspaper 
people, they feel, somehow, that the Jewish circu- 
lation will rise up against the paper if the pic- 
ture of the chairwoman of the ladies’ auxiliary in 
charge of the bride games isn’t printed. 


* * * 


I, myself, know what to do with matters like 
the Anshe Giborim picnic. To me, in my function 
as a worker for the daily press, Jewish items of 
no general interest are occasionally brought. I 
have in mind particularly an item announcing 
that Melvin Glutz would be bar mizvah next Sat- 
urday. “I want this printed in the paper,” his 
father said. 

I asked myself: Who of the general public 
cares in the last that little Melvin Glutz is going 
to be bar mizvah next Saturday? In fact, how 
many of the general public know what bar mizvah 
is anyway? In what way does the news of Melvin 
Glutz’s bar mizvah contribute to public informa- 
tion? What purpose will it serve to print Mel- 
vin’s bar mizvah in the paper except the pleasure 
of his parents, who will exult, “Did you see Mel- 
vin’s name in the paper?” 

I tossed Melvin into the wastebasket. I should 
do the same with Anshe Giborim’s picnic if it 
came to me. 

Melvin’s parents probably said: Yes, that Segal 
is an anti-Semite. It hurts him to give a Jewish 
child a break. Nevertheless, I insist that our 
purely intra mural matters don’t belong in the 
daily press. The Jewish press is a sufficient and 
competent medium for all affairs that pertain to 
the strictly private life of Israel. 

To synagogues, to Zionist organizations, to 
Talmud Torahs, to Jewish lodges, I offer the fol- 
lowing directions to wisdom in publicity: The 
doings and sayings of Jews and Jewish organiza- 
tions are entitled to a place in the general public 
prints only when they are of general public in-

The Editor’s Chair: 
Approximately a year and a 
half ago I wrote about the incident 
in which while eating in a small 
restaurant, I overheard three well- 
dressed men about thirty-five years 
of age agree after one of them 
had brought up the subject that 
Jews were ruining the insurance 
business. I didn’t know what to 
do, and like a coward I kept my 
head between my shoulder blades, 
brooding, but did nothing. 


Afterward I wrote about the in- 
cident in this “chair” and wondered 
what I could have done, what would 
have been the best way to act 
in the situation. 


Just this week I was sitting in 
Wheeler’s having breakfast when 
I heard in tones which were not 
a bit. subdued, someone to the 
right of me say that the Jews were 
causing all the trouble in the world. 
His partner agreed with him, and 
he went on saying the Jews had 
ruined New York, the Jews owned 
everything, etc., etc. 

I thought back specifically to the 
first intident, and must have de- 
cided that this time I should do 
something. So I did. 

In rising wrath I charged: 
“That’s a hell of a thing to say.” 
One of the men, the one closer to 
me, who happened to be about fifty- 
five years old and in overalls, turn- 
ed around to see who was talking 
to him, drawing the other’s atten- 
tion to me by his motion. 

“You have a lot of nerve making 
remarks like that,” I continued, 
now that they were both looking at 
me. While the man in overalls 
kept quiet (he didn’t say another 
word all through the tableau) the 
scholaraly looking man, with 
glasses and a professor’s physiog- 
nomy, began to talk in strong 
tones, “Look at Dutch Schultz, the 
murderer! Ail you Jews are like 
that. And Shapiro the lawyer, 
you’re all crooks.” 

It became obvious that I wasn’t 
going to accomplish anything this 
time either, but my wrath was

Social Ostracism For Recalcitrant Givers 


7 question of whether social ostracism should 

be used to force niggardly givers to the Jew- 
ish Welfare Fund to contribute what their income 
warrants has been discussed in The Jewish Post 
before, and the attitude of the paper is well 
known to Indiana Jewry. Last year when a 
recalcitrant Jewish giver had refused even a 
second solicitation, the point was brought out 
that the individual was applying at that time for 
membership in Broadmoor Country Club. One of 
the drive leaders, who also was an officer at 
Broadmoor, ventured the statement that the 
membership might very properly be held up if 
the person refused to meet his communal obliga- 
tions, but at the same time could afford the cost 
of a membership at Broadmoor. 

The editor of The Post happened to know this 
individual and knew also that his membership 
was held up for at least a three-month period. 
Whether there was any connection between the 
two, The Post does not’ know, but there very 
easily could have been, and, in the opinion of The 
Post, there very properly should have been. 

This same question is discussed in an editorial 
in The Jewish Ledger of Hartford, Conn., in 
which a statement by Rabbi Leo Franklin of De- 
troit in connection with this issue is quoted. 
Rabbi Abraham J. Feldman is editor of The 
Jewish Ledger, and the editorial is printed here in 
full: 

“The following is from the pen of Dr. Leo M. 
Franklin of Detroit. We realize that the subject 
is controversial and that there are very many 
people in our midst who feel that it is nobody’s 
business what anyone chooses to give or not to 
give to public causes and to the support of syna- 
gogues or other local institutions. But precisely 
because it is controversial, it is likely to stimulate 
thought and in as much as we are on the eve of 
the United Jewish Appeal, we publish this state- 
ment by the noted rabbi of Detroit and shall be 
glad to have the thought of any of our readers 
who may wish to express themselves on this 
subject: 

“Said Rabbi Franklin: 


“In course of conversation with a friend from 
the East the other day, our talk turned to the 
fact that in every community there are men of 
large means, who indulge themselves and their 
families in every form of luxury but never ac- 
cept a proper share of responsibility to the com- 
munity of which they are a part, They deny 
themselves nothing, They have fine homes; luxuri- 
ous automobiles; they travel extensively; they 
often gamble for high stakes, but as frequently 
as not they contribute little or nothing to the 
support of the congregation, the charities and 
other communal organizations. “How,” I asked, 
“do you deal with such people in your city?” To 
this my friend replied as follows: 

“¢«T was for a long time one of a group of men 
who played regularly at a rather exclusive club 
for pretty high stakes. It was not infrequent 
that one or the other of the party would win or 
lose several hundred dollars at a single sitting. 
We could afford to do so. But to my amazement I 
learned during our last drive for the Allied Jew- 
ish Campaign that one of the regular players was 
not a contributor to that cause. His card had been 
assigned to me. At first he hedged and protested 
that it was all a mistake. But he refused to say 
what he had given or would pledge to give now. 
I had the records searched and discovered that his 
greatest contribution, given some years ago, was 
a miserly pittance. Thereupon, I laid down this 
ultimatum. A man who cannot afford to give 
more to charity than this man gives cannot afford 
to play in this game. I refused to play with him 
again. Either he shall be asked to leave this 
group or I shall leave it. That is final.” 

“Needless to say, my friend is still a member 
of the group at his club. But his attitude is defi- 
nitely the proper one. Men who refuse to meet 
their community obligations should be socially 
ostracized. They should be stamped with a kind 
of mark of Cain. They lack self-respect. Why 
should you respect them? 

“Tsn’t this something that should give many 
of our friends food for thought—and serve as a 
spur to action?’ ” :

A Mr. Lawrence who was evidently 
a man of substance then, as his descendants have 
been, and a good citizen, gave $10,000 thinking 
that his other New England neighbors would give 
the other $10,000, But no, the other $10,000 was 


from the standpoint of the nominating committee.

How to Empty a Synagogue Told by The Jew- 
ish Transcript of Seattle, Wash—A great wit 
once said there are three ways by which a rabbi 
can empty his synagogue. He can do this by hav- 
ing but one idea, and following up on it at all 
times. The second method is by always telling 
about the Bible; what’s in it and what is not; 
and by avoiding talking about life and its fasci- 
nating realities. The third obsession is that of 
raising thunder with those in attendance, heaping 
odium on these for the sins of the absentees. But, 
as a matter of fact, the blame for empty seats in 
the synagogue does not rest upon the rabbi, but 
on the congregant. If sermons and rabbinical 
service do not sink in the Jewish mind, it is be- 
cause the Jew takes but little to the synagogue. 
He reads few Jewish books, knows little of racial 
and religious aspiration or development; he of- 
fers no fertile soil for the spiritual seed which the 
rabbi always hopes to scatter among his flock. 

What is needed is an intellectual, moral and 
spiritual revival, not one forced by suffering, but 
one based on a newer and higher concept of Juda- 
ism. Usless we bring some of that to the syna- 
gogue, all the combined eloquence of Hillel, 
Maimonides, Gottheil or Morais will be without 
avail. Before you start to cast stones at the 
rabbi or picture his shortcomings, take a little
